Q— What are the symptoms of 
neuritis And what Is the treat- 
ment? 

'A— Neuritis is an Inflamma- 
tion of n nerve that may or may 
not be associated with degener- 
ation of the involved nerve. The 
symptoms vary but, In general, 
if-a -motor nerve. Is Involed there 
is weakness or paralysis of the 
muscle it supplies. If a sensory 
nerve is affected there would be 
pain-in "the- early-stages of- the 
disease and later a complete 
loss of sensation.

WASHINGTON <AP) - Here 
are a few rules on the 1963 In- 
come tax returns of married 
couples and those individuals 
wbo-_get _a_tax_breok JLthcy 
qualify as- head of household or 
surviving spouse. - 

A husband ' and ■ wife almost 
always save by filing a joint 
return, rather than separately. 
To be joint, a return must be 
signed by both. A wife Is not a 
dependent for income tax pur- 
pos e s. T hc-rulcs'-on-wivcs-and 
dependents nre.noMhe same. 

You were cbnsldercd^mafriea" 
or divorced for nil of 19G5 if you 
were married or divorced as 
late as last De>. 31. You get no 
exemption Tor a wire divorced in 
19G5 even -though you paid more 
than half her support. 

Anyone under 65 filing 



plus KM if blind. The 
emptions apply -to a wife if she 
files jointly with you, whether 
or not she had Income, or, if she 
had none, falls to file jointly. 
■A couple filing jointly gets the 
lowest-tax rate. A husband. fil- 
ing separately, because his wife 
failed to sign with him, gets the 
exemption for her but is hit with 
a higher tax rate. 
If your wife had 1965 income, 
i matter how small, you can- 
not claim her exemption unless 
she files Jointly with you and 
reports the income. If It was 
WOO -or more, she would;- like 
ever yone else, hav e to file a re- 
turn. 

She could do it Jointly with 
you or separately. If separately, 
she'd lake hcr_awn exemption; 
But if her income was less than 
JG00, which wouldn't require a

But,' when a married couple 
files separate returns, if one 
uses the 10 per cent standard 
deduction, both must; if one 
uses the minimum standard, 
both must; if one Itemizes, both 
must.

Soviets Try

MOSCOW (AP) — In an effort 
to'overcome the Soviet Union's 
chronic farm problems, the So- 
viet government has formed a 
committee of HO top officials to 
revise the rules for the coun- 
try's 38,000 collective farms. 

The committee is headed by 
Leonid Brezhnev, first secretary 
of the Communist party. Its
